Flipside andreaders: 

If you’re Into reading, read “Barbar¬ 
ism with a Human Face” by Bernard 
Henri-Levy - if not let me tell you how 
I interpret his book and about my own 
feelings and how they both point towards 
“punk” as just about the highest form 
of political evolution. 

Levy was a leftist caught up in the 
student riots in Paris, May 1968 -1 doot 
know much about that historically and 
that’s not what the book is about (dire¬ 
ctly) so I’d just relate that to the Chica¬ 
go ‘68 ’’Days of Rage” shit and we cou¬ 
ld compare Levy to one of the ideolog¬ 
ues of that period. Anyhow he went on 
to become an advisor to the guy that is 
now the French Premier, the Socialist 
Mitterand. Well the basis of this book 
is a philosophical vivisection ofSocal- 
lsm. Levy’s philosophy is one of Pess- 
isin - in less than 200 pages he decim- 
atew the false illusion of Socialslm and 
of militant political activism in general. 
He has his own metaphysics in which 
“power” takes on a life of it’s own and 
is in essence another name for “the 
world” itself. But in humanistic terms 
he maintains that Stalinism (the execut¬ 
ion of masses of politically incorrect 
people) was no more an accident than 
Hitlers death camps were.... that Social 
ism by virtue of it’s history and it's 
relation to the “capital” can not avoid 
totalitarianism. In other words he belie¬ 
ves that power corrupts and absolute 
power corrupts absolutely. To digress

to an example I encountered while out 
on the street - have you ever had some 
teenage skinhead asking for ID’s or 
telling you that no one can get in. I went j 
to Vex one night where they were really 
paranoid about serving minors and the 
chicano security gaurd went upstairs to 
find out how to handle the job - he left j 
a Eugene clone at the door and the guy 
was being a total dick telling people to 
split and that they couldn’t get in.

My point, and the books 
point, is that leftists who yearn for pol¬ 
itical revolution would make just as 
poor of a ruling class as those vito Me I 
on top now. He proceeds to systematic- ■ 
ally unveil the false assumptions of 
classical Marxism, of die Freudian 
leftists (who believe in the libido of 
Capital) and of technocrats. In essence' 
his pessimism is complete, but thought 
extreme ly pessimistic (he thinks the 
death camps of Hitler and bloody walls , 
of Stalin will be the probably theme of 
the future, net only once only mistakes), 
he doesn’t advise defeatism. Instead he 
speaks of provisional morality or pro¬ 
visional politics - a small scale prog¬ 
ram, a matter of feeling based oa cir¬ 
cumstances. in the epilogue he eloque¬ 
ntly states “No matter where It may 
come from, resist the Barbarian threat’ 1 ) 
(Barbarism being capitalist totaUtarhn- 
ism, Barbarism with a human lace being | 
Socialist totalitarianism). His method

Harvey: The things I’m involved with 
have longevity, sales will always incr¬ 
ease.

Harvey: John Doe and Exene, Dave Alvin, 
Stanard Ridgeway, Shredder, Chris D.,

I regret the fact that I never 
got to meet or record Rod Serling. 

Pooch: Who on the local scene would 
you like to record? 

Harvey: I’d like to make a whole album 
of Stan Ridgeway and Joe Nanini’s on¬ 
stage banter between songs. (Talk turns 
to geographical locations, spiritual en¬ 
lightenment and Black Flag...) 

Harvey: I’m learning to rely a lot more 
on my instincts and my belief in people. 
After dealing with enough idiots, grabb¬ 


ers, talk¬ 
ers and phonies 
in the Karma 
Bank you’re also going 
to meet the real people, the 

guides and the thinkers. My 

favorite section to hangout lately has 
been Playa Del Rey. It’s inbetween North 
Malibu (Surf Punks) and South Bay (Black 
Flag) and I’m finding a whole new source 
of committment at the beach. I’m in the 
middle of two electrical, emotional out¬ 
lets. With Black Flag there’s no hide¬ 
out of information. They’ll answer the 
phone themselves and put on their own 
shows, there’s comaraderie that exists. 
I’ve also learned more from the lesser 
known bands at the Masque than the ones 
you usually read about and I love Flip¬ 
side's letter section. There’s no editing 
or censership, whatever is said is made 
public. 

Pooch: Could our readers write into you 
and bring material for you to listen to? 
Harvey: I’ve purposely kept Freeway 
Records on the street, and if anyo ne 
wants to send something in the number is 
P.O. Box 67930, L.A., Ca. 90067.1 don’t 
put limitations on, or censer the material 
of the people I work with. The artist 
does not get cut down in the persuit of 
radio exposure or acceptance. I’m allow¬ 
ing a different personality of people to 
emerge. 

Pooch: Any final advice you’d like to 
pass along? 

Harvey: If I could say anything to Flip- 
side readers it would be - “Get out 
there and kick some ass!” dilute your 
pleasure center and comfort zone, if it 
means getting the art and product out. 

Put out your own stuff independently and 
don’t wait to be accepted. Don’t be app¬ 
rehensive about whatever it hakes to get 
it out, tell all the people. Give a lot, you 
will get a lot back, more than you real¬ 
ize. Stay awake, keep pushing, be free, 
think and work hard. Does that make 
sense? 

Pooch: Anything else'? 

Harvey: I have to say something about 
Flipside stickers. I don’t mind seeing a 
FS sticker on the soap dispenser of Kit¬ 
chen Sync Studios and I don’t mind seeing 
a FS sticker next to Tail-of-the-Pup but 
I think it’s gone a little crazy when I’m 
chasing a Sorority girl at USC and, on 
one of the dorms there was a FS sticker. 

I mean, I don’t know how you guys reach¬ 
ed the USC Girls dorms! My god, you’re 
crowding my turf!! 

Pooch: Harvey? 

Harvey: Yeah, man? 

Pooch: Thanks for the meal!!

Last feb I saw and reviewed a poetry 
reading by Allen G. in Flipside issue 
#30. Ginsberg refused to do any inter¬ 
views...but I decided to push luck by 
giving him a questionaire of sorts. 
^Months later,I GOT the answers. Here 
"il^hat he had to say^.. 



Helen:Through the years you have ex¬ 
perienced the world on both a spiritual 
and political level. Which has played as 
the greater force in your writing? 

Allen:Spiritual vision of eternity Spiri¬ 
tual means (inspiration) breathing, 
literally. Open space sans paranoia, 
buildings glittering in the smokeless 
air. 

HelemDo you feel that comparisons to 
your work and outlook with that of 
Walt W hitman have been overstressed? 



Allen: Yes, dig out your copy of Christ¬ 
opher Smart's Jubilate Agno,-(Rejoice 
in the LambXISth Century long-verse 
form rediscovered printed 1920). 
HelemDo you think these comparisons 
simplify or confuse an understanding 
of your work? 

AllemComparisons & questions lead to 
inquisitiveness and talk that leads to 
understanding. 

Helen:You helped establish the Jack 
Kerouac School of Disembodied Poets 
in Colorado. Do you feel it has been 
successful, and approached the ideals 
you had in mind when forming the 
school? 

Allemldeal was to introduce poets to 
meditation practice and introduce med¬ 
itators to golden-mouth poetic practice; 
show similarity between western open 
form & eastern open mind; connect 
East & West; connect body & mind 
thru breath of meditation or breath of 
poetic speech. 

Helen-.As most of the readers of this 
magazine are young punks, they would 
be interested to know what you think of 
the punk movement. 

AllenHt’s a new breakthrough of con¬ 
fusion & question & thus can lead to 
enlightenment; the energy’s healthy, 
the wisdom is to come; punk shows 
suffering, so it acknowledges the Real. 
Helen: Many of our readers are unfam¬ 
iliar with your personal history—how 
you made a choice to quit the adverti¬ 
zing “straight” world to embrace the. 
creative underground of the 1950’s. 

Do you have any advice for others who 
are not quite sure how far to go? 

Allen: Look in heart; check out your vi¬ 
sions with your friends; be bold and 
careful at the same time; Mind includes 
both sides of any argument; balance body 
feelings, reason and imagination:ALL 
4 working together make whole man; 
read William Blake & Dostoyevsky; lis¬ 
ten to old Blues (Leadbelly Ma Rainy & 
Skip James); learn classicalBuddhist- 
style meditation prac tice; try everything; 
“If you see something Horrible, don’t 
cling to it.” sez Tibetan Lama Dudjon 
Rinpoche. See Charlie Chaplin Marx 
Brothers & WC Fields. ReAd PLATO’S 
Symposium. Tell your friends everything. 
Give away all your secrets. "Be wise as 
serpents and gentle as doves.” Feed 
everybody. Remember life includes suf¬ 
fering complete change and no ultimate 
personal identity, neither permanant 


Self or permanant God. Cheerful! Help 
everyone! 

HelenH’ve always wondered how you felt 
about your success as the most celebra¬ 
ted poet associated with the Beat move¬ 
ment of writers(others may disagree 
about this). How did you deal with the 
developement of such a large fame while 
other poets never quite acheived the 
literary spotlight? 

AllemNo permanant self-identity needed; 
keep breathing; no jealousy for more than 
5 minutes, then let go; there’s no attain¬ 
ment; universe is both real & Maya. 
Helen:How Was it to work with Joe Strum- 
mer of the Clash (on last C. album)? 
AllemHe’s open minded, adventurous, no 
prejudice against old amateurs like me, 

I felt happy, inventing something new & 
learning from watching him sing & ex¬ 
periment & check me out for how I could 
be helpful.

Nooooooo, you just kick them when they’re 
down like the mindless geeks you pretend 
to be so against. Shit, haven’t you ever 
been pissed off! It’s not the first time 
someone ever hit anyone with a guitar, 
like when Sid did it it was cool, right? Well 
here’s a chat with the Misfits on that par¬ 
ticular subject. If you are the kid who got 
hit, we’d like to hear your side of the story, 
but that’s all - no more eye witness acco¬ 
unts because that’s just stiring up the mud. 
Al: So what happened that night? 

Glen: Well basically it’s just that... that... 
it got really out of hand. For ALL the bands 
on the bill. They were throwing beer cans 
at us, and our drummer jumped into the 
audience and alot of kids jumped on top of 
him. It was either break it up or fuck our 
tour, so you know, that was the course we 
toe*. 

Al: And there was an el Cabong, was that 
really necessary? 

Glen: Maybe it was, maybe it wasn’t, what 
would anybody else do in that situation? 

It’s a split second thing. That whole situat¬ 
ion wasi fucked. We did the whole country 
and we come here and they think it’s the 
cool thing to throw beer cans. It happened 
to all the bands, Fear went up there and 
got a lot of shit, you know, we don’t take 
that kind of shit. We don’t care what any¬ 
body else thinks, it’s just what we do, if we 
don’t want anybody throwing shit at us thats 
it, fine, what do I give two fucks if that 
makes us rock art or something, we don’t 
care. Well they say it’s not that we like 
you or not but here in Frisco we throw beer 
cans at everybody, well fuck you. Not empty 
beer cans either, that’s still fucked, but 
full ones. 

Al: Doyle (Doyle did the deed), what was . 
that particular doing? 

Doyle: He was fucking with us that’s all. 
Earl: (from Saccharine Trust who saw the 
incident)There were a lot of people 
scrambling when Googy was in the aud¬ 
ience, we didn’t know if he was getting 
beat-up or what then crassshhh! and 
that was it. 

Glen: He (Googy) was going down, there 
were just like fists all over we did get 
a lot of support after the gig, no matter 
what you read in all the yellow journal¬ 
ism magazines, there were just like 
20-25 assholes who wanted to fuck with 
us, who wanted to fuck with anybody 
that night. The fucked with the other 
bands and the other bands just did their 
set, fine. Now if Googy didn’t jump in, 
but Googy did jump in because he got 
pissed off at some beer can and it was 
not cool enough to have just that one 
person fight him, a little riot had to 
develop. 

Al: Well that kid was an instigator •••• 
Doyle: Fuck he was the one that started 
it.(garbled)... 

I Glen: There’s a lot of shit that goes 
with it, with that contingent, like rum- 
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ors that we raped a 13 year old girl at 
gun point, all this other bullshit..... 

Al: Is there still a lawsuit against you 
guys? 

Glen: No, I talked to someone about it 
last night and they said the lady was 
just forgetting it. If anything did happen 
we might have had to pay for the hosp¬ 
ital bills but even" then they have to sue 
the club first I think. That guy who just 
put us on at Florentine, (Wes) told us 
that they have to sue him. And they 
don’t really have a case because the kid 
was provoking the band by throwing 
beer cans. I forget what the law term 
is called, but anyway it’s old shit. 

We’ve only gotten two bad letters about 
it, the rest have been more T-shirt 
orders. Alot of guys hit people in the 
head with guitars it’s just that night - 
I’m not saying it’s cool to hit people 
with guitars - we were just singled out 
for it. J mean Johnny Thunders killed 
somebody with his guitar, and Flipper, 
Frisco’s heart throb had just hit some¬ 
body with a guitar just before we got 
there. I don’t know why we were singl¬ 
ed out, maybe because we’re from N.Y. 
Saying “it smells of record company” 
when we give out buttons and shit we 
pay for that ourselves, we paint our 
amfcs, we pay for that, WHAT record 
company? Slash has done nothing for 
us but put the album out, we recorded 
it, it’s bullshit.

Scream: About 3 years ago.

• Scream: We play a variety, reggae. 

Ska, basically rock and roll. 

John: We play less punk, more metal 
rock and roll. 

FS: Where exactly are you from? 
Scream: We say we’re from D.C., thats 
the big headquarters, we’re from Vir¬ 
ginia and G.I. is spread out from D.C. 
FS: What direction is your music going? 
Scream: We’ve always tried to be more 
melodip and tried to put in more harm¬ 
ony etc.. It’s starting to come together 
more and more... 

FS: What goals does Scream have....

FS: What kind of music do you like? 
Scream: We like reggae! 

John: We like psychedelic stuff like the 
Seeds and etc... 

FS: Do you get into politics at all? 
Scream: No, it’s bullshit. 

FS: Do you represent a typical DC band? 
Scream/John: No. We’re not like other 
bands, we’re different and we’re shoot¬ 
ing for different styles and a variety of 
audiences... 

FS: Are you going to come out to the 
West Coast again soon? 

Scream/John: Sure, next time we’ll 
have a manager, we were just kind of 
checking things out this time, we prob¬ 
ably would have gotten more gigs if we 
had a manager, it was a good experience 
We got into some van slamming and 
cooler dives!! 

Scream: What did you think of N.Y.? 

FS: I was expecting something complea- 
tly different, I don’t like the scene that 
much. 

Scream: N.Y. is a pretty drab place. 

FS: It was depressing. 

Scream: A lot of new wave mom and 


dads all over the streets. 

FS: Where did you stay out here? 
Scream/GI: We stayed at our friends 
houses and Black Flag put us up. 

FS: Why did you start a band? 

Scream: For fun, someone asked us 
that before and we said for fun and he 
wanted us to talk about straight edge and | 
politics. People think that just because 
we’re from DC that we’re straight edged | 
and they think that we have to bring it 
up so we’ll talk about it. Alot of people 
think it’s a movement in DC and it’s 
not. Some kids are into drinking and 
drugs and some arn’t, that’s all. Too - 
many people make too much of a big 
deal about straight edge. 

FS: Do you think there’s more places 
to play out here, or less? 

Scream: There are more places to play 
out here it’s just hard to get booked. 

FS: What was you impression of the 
people and the scene out here? 

John: The kids out here are more vic¬ 
ious looking than in DC with the spiked 
bracelets and stuff, they’re more hard¬ 
core looking and it seems they’re more 
image conscious here.... 

FS: Next time you come out don’t you 
think more publicity would help? 

Scream: The whole thing about this 
trip was that there wasn’t really any 
word about us coming out here and it 
wasn’t promoted enough. We basically 
came to check things out. 

FS: How did people react to you as a 
DC band?

When we do come 
back, probably in the spring, we’ll know 
what we’re up against and we’ll make 
sure there’s more publicity.

(Talk about the Freezer in Detroit, which 
is closed now, and the City Club which 
sucks.) 

Corey: So for the last 6 months I’ve been 
trying to open up a place, we’ve got the 
building, it’s a big building. We could do 
big shows there, and where gonna have a 
removable wail so we can do small shows 
and make it fell full and stuff. And it’s 
gonna be legitimate. We’re gonna get the 
right licensies and do it right, 

Andy: It seems in Detroit the police have 
better things to do than worry about kids 
at the shows. There was only one time 
that police ca me to any gig, and that was 
the last Freezer show. (Talk about the 
gigs they’ve seen here and how it compar¬ 
es, and back to Bob’s Place in Watts...) 

Al: How did that neighborhood compare... 
Corey: The Freezer is in a bad neighbor¬ 
hood but nobody lives there anymore, it’s 
like 100% black but they’re a lot more 
mellow, their mostly older and there’s no 
problems with the younger kids. But at 
Bob’s Place, it was a Freezerish show.... 
(Andy goes into all the details about prob¬ 
lems with the locals who were stealing 
cars, stealing from cars, beating people 
and generally being uncool....) 

Andy: After everybody was gone, there 
were about 30 people there and people 


kept coming in with bloody faces for 
just trying to leave the club, so we had 
to call the cops to break everything up 
for us to even get out the door with our 
money. I’m sure they were waiting. 

(Now Corey tells more details about the 
Circle Jerks getting their stuff ripped 
off and Andy getting a girls purse that 
just got stolen......) 

Al: You can’t be totally anti-police if 
you do end up using them. 

Barry: We’re anti-asshole police. 

Corey: Being totally anti-police is as 

rascist as being totally anti-black. 

Al- Who were the people causing trouble 
at Bob’s Place? 

Corey: it was an all black neighborhood 
and it was all black people who were 
starting the fights, they were being 
racist, I heard “whitie” being screamed 
quite a bit.

MILLIONS OF DEAD COPS singer 
David was interviewed on the phone by 
A1 in late October 1982.

In weird places we came in as MDC, 
Calgary Canada I wasn’t gonna come in 
as “Millions of Dead Cops” and a lot 
of places like Chicago and New York 
the Mafia is so big that they are putting 
on all the shows and so they already 
paid all the cops off. So the cops don’t 
care. That’s what has been told to me 
about Chicago and New York. 

FS: Then why did you pick that name, 
you had to change from the Stains. 
David: Right, and we were gonna be the 
Fatal Stains, we were just thinking of 
things. After we played here with the 
Stains at the Cuckoos Nest we were 
driving home and we were thinking they 
were such a great band and we weren’t 
much better than them and they had a 
jump on the name for a year longer 
than us - we never knew there was an 


L.A. Stains.I mean we’ve always 

thought small, the “John Wayne Was A 
Nazi” single we made 300 of them, 
that how nieve we were, ya know. Thats 
just how Texas was.

FS: Do you see a need for cops at all in 
America? 

David: Well you know I think there needs 
to be what you call peace officers, ya 
know, I really believe that. Some kind 
of health safety thing available to soc¬ 
iety. I think how it’s gone about is real 
wrong. Just what they feed people to 
believe - it’s just wliat’s gone wrong 
























with society, the whole idea of what 
“American Achievements” is about, 
they don’t want welfare and they don’t 
want abortion - so these people get im¬ 
pregnated and they get stuck with babies 
and poor people and lower middle class 
people who can’t afford abortions get 
stuck with babies and have these kids. 
There’s life’s ruined and they treat ’em 
real shitty, they don’t get the proper 
love, the psychology and the sociology 
of the society is not giving them any¬ 
thing to grow upon. And all these kids 
are brought up on high sugar diets, I 
was brought up in Jamica/Queens and I 
could see it all my life - people not 
getting the right diet and that fucking up 
their minds.
